WASHINGTON (A P) - Two 
federal agencies insuring new 
m ortgage loans cut maximum 
allowable interest rates from 8 
per cent to 7Va per cent today. 
The reductions announced by 
the Federal Hous.ng Adminis­ 
tration and the Veterans Admin­ 
istration were the second in ut 
tie more than two months. The 
rate dropped from a record 8 Vi 
per cent to 8 per cent Dec. I. 
The lowered rate will apply to 
all applications for mortgage in­ 
surance received by officer of 
the agencies after close of busi­ 
ness today. 
The new rate will not apply to 
the nearly $70 billion of out­ 
standing FHA mortgages. The 
agency said also it will continue 
to honor all firm and conditional 
com m itm ents for m ortgage in

Monday in San Clem ente, Calif., 
allow businesses to shorten by 
as m uch as 20 per cent the peri­ 


od in which they write off fir 
tax purposes investm ent in m a­ 
chinery. They also will be able

writeoff in the first year. 
The regulations will be pro 
mitigated under the Treasury 
D epartm ent’s authority to set 
reasonable depreciation guide­ 
lines. No legislation is required. 
“ It won’t make it any easier 
to persuade Congress to ap­ 
prove revenue sharing,” com­ 
m ented Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, 
D Ark. “ it m akes it harder—be­ 
cause it adds to the deficit.”

At another point, Meadlo said 
he obeyed Galley's orders to 
shoot because “all the people 
from the village were supposed 
to be Viet Cong or Viet Cong 
sympathizers and I still believe 
they were VC." 
Meadlo, now' a plastics facto­ 
ry employe, said Capt. Ernest 
Medina, 
the 
commander 
of 
Charley Company, was in the 
village during the sweep. 
“He did not try to put a stop 
to this whatsoever," Meadlo 
sair, “so I took it . . . that we 
were doing the right thing .. 
Medina has been charged with 
overall responsibility for the 
deaths at My Lai. His case is 
under investigation to deter­ 
mine if he will be tried. 
Monday's appearance was the 
second od the stand for Meadlo.

The sulfur tax plan w-as en­ 
tered late and with two heavy 
handicaps: 
-—Although it is described as a 
“penalty tax" rather than a 
revenue raiser, it could be re­ 
garded as a breach of Nixon's 
promise not to request new tax­ 
es in 1971. 
—And it contains a proposal 
to earmark its proceeds for a 
trust fund 
fina icing 
environ­ 
mental research. The budget of­ 
fice bas a strong aversion to 
earmarking taxes for specific 
purposes. 
The pesticide proposal would 
call for introduction of a "feder­ 
al environmental pesticide con­ 
trol act" as an amendment 
to 
an 
exiting 
hazardous 
sub­ 
stances act. 
Pesticides would be divided 
into three registered caegories: 


general use by anyone, as is 
now permitted; use wily by ap­ 
proved operators, and use only 
with federal approval for a spe­ 
cific application. 
It would allow also the Envi­ 
ronmental Protection Agency to 
block sales of a pesticide, order 
its recall from the market or 
even remove it from use after 
its sale. 
The suggested 
toxic

stances act would require man* 
ufacurers to demonstrate 
the 
environmental safety of any 
new chemical before they start 
putting it into products. 
An adminstration source said 
this would set up, in effect, a 
government 
permit 
system 
backed up by a system of penal­ 
ties. 
The Environmental Protection 
Agency recently adopted a per­ 
mit system to control industrial 
waste discharges under the au­ 
thority of an 1899 law protecting 
waterways. 
The sulfur tax proposal would 
impose a levy of about one cent 
per pound of sulphur contained 
in coal in its first year, increas­ 
ing to IO cents a pound five 
years later. 
The tax would be returned if 
burned sulphur residues were 
prevented from reaching the at­ 
mosphere.

We are stumped. Can vou help 
us? 
STUMPED 
DEAR STUMPED: If I were 
you. I’d talk to the girl’s mother 
and get her side of it. It doesn’t 
make sense 
that the 
school 
would refuse to let the girl at­ 
tend classes, and the welfare 
department could offer you lit 
tie advice. 
In the meantime, 
it appears that tire girl 
(a 
minor) has maneuvered you into 
being her unofficial guardian. 
A lawyer (or your I^gal Aid 
Society) can tell you what to 
do-fast. 
DEAR ABBY: I try not to 
yell at my mother because she is 
82 years old, but I am wonder­ 
ing if I should say something 
about this. 
At funerals lately she will 
walk up to the casket and kiss 
the corpse!

Although neither federal nor 
state offices are to be voted 
upon in 1971, still the year 
promises a flurry of elections 
activity for both candidates and 
election officials as well. 
The 
so-called 
“odd 
num­ 
bered” years are reserved for 
the election of municipal and 
township officials, as well as 
members of the various boards 
of education. 
Due to the wide variety 
of 
offices involved, candidates find 
themselves confronted with a 
perplexing 
maze 
of 
election 
laws 
In order to clarify the 
procedures to be followed, the 
Secretary of State has prepared 
a twelve-page folder entitled, 
“The 1971 Candidate’s Guide.” 
This guide sets forth the of­ 
fices 
to 
be 
voted 
upon, 
procedures to be followed by 
candidates 
for 
the 
offices, 
m atters of general 
elections 
information 
as 
well 
as 
a 
calendar describing the critical 
dates in the election process. 
Because of the wide variation 
in form of municipal govern­ 
ment throughout the state, it 
is impossible to cover all of the 
requirements for candidacy in 
each city and village. 
For 
example, 
cities 
and 
villages having 
a 
municipal 
charter may specify different 
types and numbers of municipal 


officers as well as different 
procedures for their election. 
The Candidate’s Guide covers 
general provisions and attempts 
to pinpoint those areas where 
special procedure may apply. 
T h e 
guide 
has 
been 
distributed in quantity to each 
county board of elections as 
well as to many other public 
offices where it may be ob­ 
tained, free of charge by any 
interested 
person. 
It is 
also 
available on request directed to 
the Secretary of State. 
It is the continuing goal of 
each elections official to provide 
as much information as possible 
concerning election laws ai 
procedures. 
The 
Candidate's 
Guide represents only a small 
part of the continuing effort to 
make 
this 
i n f o r m a t i o n 
available.

New Ohio Tax Commissioner 
Sees Lag In Law Compliance

COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP) — 
Ohio’s new tax commissioner 
says compliance with state tax 
laws has been sagging over the 
past several years. 
Robert J. Kosydar, recently 
appointed to head the Ohio De­ 
partm ent of Taxation by Gov. 
John J. Giill’gan, says he “de­ 
finitely feels” that Ohio busi­ 
nesses are growing lax in filing 
tax returns. 
As commissioner, it will be 
Kosydar’s job to supervise col 
lection of all the state’s taxes, 
with the exception of those on 
real estate. 
“To run an efficient depart­ 
ment, it has to be a fair de­ 
partm ent.” the Columbus attor­ 
ney says and to do the job right 
he feels the first thing hell need 
is more staff. 
Kosydar says the departm ent! 
employed 1,100 persons in 1962 


j and that was too many. Under 
the Rhodes administration, the 
number has been whittled to 
around 600, but Kosydar says 
that isn’t enough. 
He says he would like to have 
more staff in the central office 
to review returns and screen 
out those that should be gone 
over more thoroughly. Kosydar 
says he also wants more field 
exam.tiers to re*audit returns 
that are singled out. 
Aside from the staff additions, 
Kosydar says he plans a few 
minor organizational changes in 
the department. 
The new tax commissioner 
would no! comment on what tax 
reform proposal he favors, but 


he did say he has subm itted 
recommendations to Gilli^an* 
‘ Whatever tax reform is in* 
stituted is up to the General As­ 
se m b ly,” Kosydar says. “I don t 
think that any of the proposals 
I’ve seen would create any pro­ 
blems as far as gearing up the 
department for them is concern­ 
ed.”

Among other things. President 
Nixon’s televised conversation 
w i t h

that he has found the 
most

end of the broadcast, Nixon 
promised another such session 
in six months. One every month 
would be more like it. 
If you watched Nixon closely 
during the conversation, you 
saw him go through some 
in­ 
teresting changes. For the first 
several minutes, he was visibly 
tense, 
defensive 
in manger, 
stumbling over phrases, aud 
w o r s t 
of 
all. breaking 
repeatedly mto that small smile 
w h i c h 
has 
no 
apparent 
relationship 
to 
what 
he 
is 
saying. 
The 
smile 
must be 
understood, 
I 
imagine, 
as 
representing 
his 
unconscious 
desire 
to ingratiate 
himself 
with 
h i s 
listeners. 
Un­ 
fortunately, it has the opposite 
effect. Because Nixon is doing 
the ingratiating, his audience 
automatically feels emotions of 
superiority towards him. 
But as the conversation went 
on, and as he really got in­ 
volved in his subject, he seemed 
to forget about the 
cameras 
and the TV audience. He began 
to loosen up, to become much 


le u self-conscious, and you sud­ 
denly became aware of the way 
in which his agile and tenacious 
mind can grasp and set forth 
the 
elements 
of 
complex 
situations. 
Here, talking about Vietnam, 
about the Middle Bast, about 
the 
economy, 
was a 
Nixon 
recognizable to those who have 
dealt with him face to face: 
Intense, 
intelligent, 
lucid, in­ 
formed. 
Nixon is at his best talking 
informally with small groups, 
and there is an enormous d e­ 
ference between the way he is 
perceived by those who have 
seen him this way and by those 
who know him only as a public 
personality. 
During 
1967 and 
1968. for example, when Nixon 
was preparing to run for the 
Presidency, he held numerous 
meetings with men who were 
potential advisors or supporters. 
In every case their reaction was 
the same. 
Ray 
Price, 
now 
a 
Nixon 
speech 
writer, 
had been a 
liberal editorial writer for the 
New York 
Herald 
Tribune. 
When 
the 
paper 
folded, he 
began work on a novel. He was 
anything but a Nixon fan. But 
after a long meeting with Nixon 
at 
which 
they ranged over 
foreign and domestic matters 
and political philosophy, Price’s 


view changed completely, and 
he joined the Nixon operation. 
During 
the 
same 
period, 
correctly anticipating a Reagan 
candidacy, 
Nixon 
moved 
to 
shore up his right-wing support. 
He 
held 
extensive informal 
sessions in Washington and hi* 
l e a d i n g conservatives, 
an­ 
swering their questions about 
anything and everything. These 
conservatives, though Reagan’s 
natural 
constituency, 
found 
Nixon persuasive and extremely 
impressive intellectually. Most 
of them joined the Nixon camp. 
In

President, Jo© McGinniss gives 
the impression that during the 
1968 campaign clever TV shows 
were able to foist Nixcm on a 
credulous public. Something like 
the opposite is really true. 
As 
the defeat of Richard Ottinger 
shows, no amount

put over a poor candidate. And 
in 1968, despite the various 
experiments, none of the Nixon 
TV presentations succeeded in 
showing the man at his best. 
Nixon won in 1968 despile the 
fact that no format had then 
been devised to show- him as 
those who work with Mm see 
him, a man who speaks

didly and 
with 
authority in 
small groups. 
Judging by his performance, 
the other night, that format has 
now been found.

But it wasn’t until last season 
that “Old Reliable” fired the 
fan’s imaginations, trotting onto 
the field Sunday after Sunday to 
rescue the Raiders with what 
became known as “Sundown 
magic.” 
Oct. 25: With Lamonica in­ 
jured, Blanda came off the 
bench against Pittsburbh and 
threw three touchdown passes 
for a 31-14 Oakland victory. 
Nov. I: With three seconds re­ 
maining. Blanda kicked a 48- 
yard field goal as the Raiders 
tied Kansas City 17-17. 
Nov. 8: With three seconds to 
play. Blanda booted a 52-yarder 
to beat Cleveland 23-20. It fol­ 
lowed his 14-yard touchdown 
pass with 1:32 remaining that 
tied the game and set up the 
winning drive. 
Nov. 15: Blanda directed a 
late-game touchdown drive that 
turned back Denver 2419. 
Nov. 22: A pair of fourth-quar­ 
ter field goals upended San Die­ 
go 29-17. 
Dec. 6: Bland a’s pointafter- 
touchdown with no time remain­ 


ing defeated the New York Jets 
14-13. 
“I’m essentially a kicker,” 
says the 6 foot-2, 215- pounder, 
pro football’s all-time leading 
scorer with 1,561 points. “Some­ 
times a little bit of experience 
helps.” 
Blanda said being one of ll 
children taught him to be com­ 
petitive early in life. “ You had 
to survive.” 
And when Jim Otto, the Oak­ 
land center, commented: “The 
guy almost embarrasses you... 
running wind sprints and work­ 
ing harder than any of us,” 
Blanda replied: “I love it!”

ies of tests he administered dur­ 
ing a four-hour session. 
He said Hutto was a ‘-con­ 
stricted, rigid individual who 
would tend to be bound by ex­ 
periences, training and the ex­ 
pectations of others."

Bethlehem Increases Prices; 


Other Companies Eye Rates 


BETHLEHEM, Pa. (AP) — 
Bethlehem Steel Co., America's 
No. 2 producer, has announced 
higher prices for steel used in 
construction and shipbuilding— 
increases that may eventually 
be reflected in liigher costs for 
consumer goods. 
Bethlehem 
said 
Monday 
prices would go up by 89 to 85 
cents a hundredweight on piling 
structural shapes and carbon 
plates used in the construction 
of ships. The boosts of ll to 13 
per cent will take effect Feb. 16 
and March I. 
The increases marked the end 
of a year-old policy Bethlehem 
instituted and the rest of the in­ 
dustry quickly matched under 
which steel purcmsers were 
given 
a 
12 month, 
no price- 
change guarantee. 
Other major steel produce! s 
would not commem on Bethle­ 
hem’s action other than to say 
the increases were under study. 
A spokesman for President Nix­ 
on’s Council of Economic Advis­ 
ers said in Washington it “had 
not changed its policy, which is 
to refrain from comment on in­ 
dividual price actions.” 
The heavy eonstruction and 
shipbuilding product) affected 
by Bethlehem’s price increases 
account for about 15 per cent of 
the 
steel 
industry’s 
ou*put. 
Bethlehem declined to say how 
much it produces. 
The last price increase for the 
products covered 
in Monday’s 
announcement came last March 
I and were covered by the one- 


year no-change guarantee. 
The end of this policy was not 
explained by Bethlehem, but 
steel sources noted that the cur­ 
rent contract with the Steel­ 
workers union expires July SI. 
They said Bethlehem might not 
want to be wedded to prices that 
might be too low to cover a 
wage settlement.
